BOLLES RESIGNS AS 
NATIONAL A DJUTANT 


Lemuel Bodes, perhaps more closely 
associated with the American Legion 
for a greater length of time than any 
other World war veteran, has resigned 
his position as national adjutant. 
Bolles was a delegate to the Paris 
conference at which the actual work 
of organization was completed. 
He 
had a part in drafting the national 
constitution of the organization and 
was named a member of the executive 
committee when a permanent organiza­ 
tion was formed at that caucus. Frank­ 
lin D’Olier, as national commander in 
1019, named Bolles to tile position of 
national adjutant which he has since 
held by appointment from every suc­ 
ceeding commander. 
He was born in .Minneapolis. Minn., 
in 1885, just when the pioneers were' 
resting after opening up the Went. 
His grandfather built the first grist 
mill ever erected in that state. 
As a youth he tended furnaces, cows 
and horses during his boyhood, and 
by these earnings educated himself at 
McAllister academy in St. Paul, 
in 
spare times he assisted in opening up 
Northern Pacific land grants for set­ 
tlement, as a member of and ap: r; 
- 
!ng and surveying party in tile West­ 
ern Dakotas. 
By the time he was fifteen he was 
riding along the Buffalo divide in tile 
Grande river country—into the Da­ 
kota “Bad Lands." 
Before long he 
accompanied 
a 
carload 
of western 
ponies to Yakima, Wash., and chose 
that section as his home. 
He was In the banking, fruit-grow­ 
ing, law and soldering business, all of 
which meant diligent study for the 
young man—a hardy offshoot of the 
pioneers of the early Nineteenth cen­ 
tury. 
As a climax to the legal phase 
of his life, he became an assistant in 
the office of the adjutant general in 
the state of Washington where he re-

ceived great inspiration for military 
life. 
In 1917, when America entered 
the World war, Bolles was assistant 
adjutant general in that atate, holding 
the rank of major. 
He was named as assistant quarter­ 
master with the Forty-first division. 
and was sent to France where he was 
assigned to Headquarters First Army 
corps as assistant general in charge of 
supply transportation and evacuation 
for the whole corps. 
He held the rank 
of 
lieutenant 
colonel 
and 
served 
through tile Champagne, the Marne, 
the Alan e-Marne, Toul and Meuse-Ar- 
gonne drives. 
For meritorious serv­ 
ices he received the rank of Chevalier 
of the Legion d’Honneur from France. 
Still holding a commission In the 
organized reserve, lie is a lieutenant 
colonel commanding tile Three Hundred 
and 
Thirty-fourth 
infantry 
of 
the 
Eighty-fourth division. 
His Legion service has been long 
and useful. 
He was given a month’s leave of 
absence on his return to the United 
States in order to arrange for the 
first annual convention of the Amer­ 
ican Legion which was held at Minne­ 
apolis In 1919. 
Following this con­ 
vention he acceded to the post of na­ 
tional adjutant, which he has since 
held. 
Perhaps no one person in Legion 
circles has a wider acquaintance. 
Mr. 
Holies’ mall reached 1,000 letters a 
day, his duties have taken him into 
every section of the country, and he 
lias niude countless friends In 
his 
breezy, wholesome way. 
Mr. Bolles is resigning to accept a 
p o tio n with a firm of New York pub* 
lisffi-rs. 
In speaking of Hie resignation, Na­ 
tional Commander John R. yuinn, who 
had reappointed Mr. Holies as nation­ 
al adjutant following the Ban Fran­ 
cisco convention, said: 
“The resignation of Lemuel Holies 
is a loss to the American Legion. 
His 
place will not easily be filled. 
If it 
were possible for me to letaln his serv­ 
ices, I would do so. 
I could seek no 
better support as national commander 
than to continue his services for the 
organization. 
It would be manifestly 
unfulr, however, to attempt to per­ 
suade him to remain. 
There comes a 
time In every man’s life when that 
man must give consideration to his 
own welfare. 
I feel that the work Mr, 
Holies has none for the Legion, the 
sacrifices he has made for the Legion, 
have largely prevented the advance­ 
ment of his own career. 
“Ile goes from this organization with 
hundreds of thousands of friends, 
His 
unremitting toil for the organisation, 
his zeal In carrying out the adminis­ 
tration of the organization, his labor 
in building up the organization—all 
these things have become invaluable, 
“I can wish him no greater success 
»han that which has always accompa­ 
nied hit efforts aa national adjutant 
at th# Legion.”

Feeding: Methods 
Help Live Stock 


Plan Evolved by Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture to 
Help Breeders. 


(Prepared by th# United State* D ep a rtm e n t 
of Africulture.) 
The United States L>epartinent of 
Agriculture announces a nation-wide 
service to bring about improved meth­ 
ods of feeding live stock In the United 
States. The plan Is to bring the knowl­ 
edge of up-to-date feeding methods to 
the attention of every live-stock feed­ 
er In the country; and, In co-operation 
with state agricultural college#, county 
extension agents, and other agencies 
interested in the betterment of the live 
stock of the nation, to offer Individual 
assistance to fanners who have special 
and difficult feeding problems. 
Ever since the beginning of the “Bet­ 
ter 
Sires—Better 
Stock” 
campaign, 
which has enrolled more than 1,200,- 
000 head of live stock for improvement 
by means of better methods of breed­ 
ing, there bas been a demand from 
stockmen over the entire country that 
the government inaugurate a better- 
feeding campaign. A large proportion 
of Inquiries on live-stock problems re­ 
ceived by the department from farmers 
of tile country seek information on 
feeding. 
The plan which has been 
evolved Is expected to render a definite 
service to those who ask for feeding 
help, and also to bring a knowledge of 
better feeding methods to ninny who 
would not make inquiries. 
Best Methods Not Practiced. 
That 
good 
feeding 
methods 
are 
known and practiced by the more ex­ 
perienced live stock 
owners In 
the 
United States Is shown by tile good 
condition and finish of a proportion of 
animals appearing at stock yards, and 
by good records in production made 
by some feeders. Blit the proportion 
can he made larger with benefit to the 
individual grower and to tile nation, 
according to tile department live stock 
specialists. 
A conservative estimate 
hosed on a careful survey of American 
farms shows that there are 14 million 
head of runty animals In the country. 
A majority of nearly 1.000 farmers 
who commented on the situation stated 
that adequate and proper feed are the 
principal means of prevention runti­ 
ness in animals. The tremendous mor­ 
tality among young animals is largely 
attributable also to lack of proper 
cure and feed up to and Including 
weaning time. These, and other facts. 
point to the great need for more gen­ 
eral practice of better feeding meth­ 
ods. They point also to the immense 
amount of benefit that con accrue to 
the nation in the way of better live 
stock, 
more 
economical 
production, 
and a great saving in feedstuffs, if the 
general live-stock feeding practice of 
the nation can he made more efficient. 
Department Offers Wide Service. 
Tin* Department of Agriculture offers 
un individual feeding service that is 
available to any live-stock feeder in 
tho country. One of Die principal fea­ 
ture*.’ of this service will he a “Feeding- 
Problem Sheet” which farmers may 
obtain from their county agents, state 
agricultural colleges, or direct from 
the department at Washington. 
On 
the feeding-problem sheet the fanner 
outlines 
his 
problem 
briefly, 
and 
describes his stock and available feeds. 
The sheet is designed to enable the 
farmer to give sufficient information in 
brief form to make additional corre­ 
spondence unnecessary. 
The farmer 
then refers the sheet to his county 
cent, who makes a recommendation. 
When the sheet reaches the depart­ 
ment a live-stock feeding specialist 
indies the problem and makes sult- 
t;bl# reply. 
A great deal of the correspondence re­ 
ceived from farmers asking informa­ 
tion on special feeding problems does 
not state the conditions surrounding 
the problem in sufficient detail to per­ 
mit of a definite reply. Additional cor- 
cs pondence often causes delay. Hie 
fnedliig-proWem 
sheet 
will 
correct 
rlih and make it comparatively simple 
for a stockman to submit his problem 
in a form such that It may be cor­ 
rectly diagnosed. Fanners will he tn- 
oursged to consult local agencies for 
help with problems that are plainly 
local In character. 
Tile feeding-problem service will be 
of help to others besides those farmers 
who 
submit their problems 
for 
diagnosis. The department will study 
the 
problems confronting 
live-stock 
feeders In the different sections of tile 
country und make public tile results of 
tills study, thereby enabling the en­ 
tire country to derive a benefit. Every 
live-stock feeder who submit! bls feed 
mg problem, telling his present pr t • 
tiee 
and the results being obtained, 
will he an active ald 
in the drive tor 
better methods of live stock feeding. 
Handbook Being Prepared. 
A vest pocket size handbook entitled 
“A Handbook for the Better Feeding 
of Live Stock” is being prepared by 
department feeding specialists for fro* 
distribution to farmers who desire a 
, ; l ily—ized set of simple rules an i 
reference tables to be followed in fee ’ 
jag the different classes of farm ani­ 
mals. Requirement# of animals simple 
analyses of teed*- %>eds to substitute 
for other feeds, and simple feeding in 
Struct ions will suable farmers to in 
d rstaml the principles of better feed­ 
ing, and fit their own practice to suit 
the conditions on their farms. 
The Department of Agriculture re- 
aligc:i that, In order to accomplish the 
rn <M good, a drive for nation wide bet- 
1# •• feeding of live stock must hove the 
co operation of all persons Interested 
in the subject. Summaries of the prog- 
r*'«-of the work will he published to 
keep those Interested ’nfurmed.

{Story of Nineteenth Century 
Masters One of Suffering, 


Again and again I nm asked by peo­ 
ple who “know nothing about art, but. 
know what they like,” what there is to 
admire In the pictures of Van Gogh, 
two of which have just been acquired, 
for the British nation. 
I only run the risk of being laughed 
ut if I say that Van Gogh did not paint 
a mere chair, but the soul of the chair,1 
and that It Is impossible to explain it 
to those who do not feel the passion 
with which that wonderful Dutchm an 
realized his conception of the real na-, 
ture of inanimate objects as well as of; 
living beings. 
The wonder to me is not that there 
are people willing to pay $15,000 and 
more for one of Van Gogh’s pictures, 
hut that this practical recognition of 
his greatness was delayed until after 
his death, and that he was allowed to 
spend his life on earth In sordid pov­ 
erty and neglect and on the verge of 
starvation. 
But such Is the story of the masters 
of the Nineteenth century, and more 
particularly of the Impressionists and 
their Immediate precursors, Jean Fran­ 
cois Millet, the painter of the world- 
famed “Angelus,” Is 
a 
notable 
in­ 
stance. One of his biographers tells 
us that “his days were darkened by 
adversity and hope deferred, the gaunt 
specter of W ant hovered ever about 
his home and was only driven from 
his threshold by ulinost superhuman 
efforts, while sickness and suffering 
were never long absent from his pil­ 
low." 
Even more tragic than the story of 
Millet’s life Is that of Meryon’s and 
Montlcelli’s. 
Meryon’s whole career 
was a heartening struggle against ad­ 
versity, ending in starvation and mad­ 
ness. When he had completed his won­ 
derful Paris set of etchings he vainly 
tried to find purchasers for It at $5 
the s e t 
In 1010 on Impression of one 
of the plates, 
“L’Abside de Notre 
Dame.” sold for $3,200, and $1,000 is 
about the average price paid by col­ 
lectors for a single Impression of a 
plute from the Paris set. 
Montlcelli “lived in such poverty 
that he had to go round the Cafes of 
Marseilles to sell small masterpieces 
for $2.50, disposing of them only with 
difficulty even at that price, and died, 
half-mad, 
in 
destitution.”—London 
Mall.
